The senate Tariff BUI Will Meet 


tb« Iwiue Sqnturely. 


There ia no occasion for ni^rui about 


the surplus^in the Treasury while the 
Government owes more than nine huu- 
ured million dollars in four and four 
and one-half per cent, bonds, of which 
tho present Administration can pur- 
chase enough to use up all the surplus

WASHINGTON, July 19th.—The Kopuh- 


licau members of tho Finance Commit- 
tee of the Senate are engaged in the 
preparation of a bill to b« substituted 
for the Mills bill. This bill will not 
dodge or evade the issues raised by tho 
Democrats of the House on the tariff 
question. It will take ground in favor 
of protection. It will remove all taxes 
upon tobacco, upon spirits used in the 
arts, and upon fruit brandy. 
It will 


probably reduce the duties upon eager, 
fifty per cent., and will reduce the stir- 
plus in the Treasury—by increasing the 
duties on certain articles that can be 
produced in the United States—to such 
a figure thai there will be no foreign 
competition. 


Senator Jones, of Kevada. who ia a 


member of the Senate Finance Commit 
tee, is actively engaged in the prepara- 
tion of this bill. He says that there is 
no prospect of an adjournment of Con- 
gress before September 1st, and that 
the issues of the campaign will be made 
by the Republicans before adjournment 
Senator Jones says that tho Kepnbli 
cans will offer n substitute for the Mills 
bill which is intended to revise the tar- 
iff from a protection standpoint, going 
through every schedule of the existing 
tariff law. There will be no dodging 
or hedging, nor attempts to evade the 
main issue, and when the Republican 
bill is published tha peoplo of the en- 
tire country can see what the precise 
issues are between the two parties. 
The Mills bill, as passed by the HOUHC 
in Coauiiittee of the
